sHOULD HEAD TO SOUTH. 


Archaic Dixie Laws, However, 
Keep Foreigners Away from 
Place Where They Are 

Most Needed.

Washington, D. C., May 19.—[{Special.]— 
Apparently the word has been passed around 
among the poorer classes in Europe that the 
United States is once more a good place to go 
to. When the panic came in 1907, the stream 
of European immigration into this country, 
particularly from Italy and the Danubian 
provinces, suddenly was stopped. 

It wos almost comical to see how quickly the 

rer classes in southern and southeastern 
Europe took fright over the financial situa- 
tion in the United States. In November, 1907, 
there were 132,647 aliens brought into this 
country. The following month, December, 
saw this number cut down to 77,107, and by 
February, 1908, only about 30,000 were re- 
ported at all of the receiving points. 

The stories of the panic in New York and 
the suspension of payments by banks 
throughout the country instantly were re- 
fected in Europe. Steerage passage in the 
Atlantic steamers went begging, so that for 
January of last year 27,175 more aliens left 
this country than came into it. There was a 
shrinkage in the foreign population continu- 
ously from December, 1907, immediately fol- 
lowing the paniv until the end of August 
last year. 


America Once More on Up Grade. 


About the end of the summer it became ap- 
parent from reporfs made by foreign set- 
tlers here to their friends at home that the 
financial panic had wasted away, and that 
America once more was on the up grade. As 
a result of this the tide of immigration began 
to flow slowly and then more rapidly into the 
United States, until during April, 1909, 116,- 
74 immigrants were admitted into this coun- 
try. 

The indications are for a large addition to 
our foreign population during the next few 
months, and the temporary cessation follow- 
ing upon the panic is likely to be succeeded 
by abnormal figures during the present calen- 
dar year, bringing the total up well beyond 
the million mark. More than this, the de- 
partures are dropping off rapidly and the net 
increase in foreign — * this ime) 

great. 


During the time ot our 8 . 
the Europeans who came here for day labor 
were so prosperous that they did not find it 
profitable to return home again. For the 
fiscal year of 1907 there were nearly a million 
and a half aliens brought into the country, 
including. many thousands who did not go to 
the immigration offices. The departures as 
far as they could be ascertained were less 
than half a million, so that in one year a net 
increase of our foreign born population was 
over a million peophe. 


Increase Drops to 200,000. 

For the fiscal year 1908 the total arrivals 
of aliens amounted to a fraction over 
900,000. The total departures, as shown by 
actual figures, were appreximately 700,000, 
The net increase in our foreign population 
for the year including and following the 
panic was therefore only about 200,000 peo- 
ple. 

Now foreigners from Italy and southeast- 
ern Europe are coming with a rush, and they 
apparently are coming to stay. The figures 
prepared show a grand total of 157,047 ar- 
rivals for April, 1909, or nearly three times 
as many as during the corresponding month 
of last year. This grand total includes 1,283 
aliens who were debarred, 17,382 who were 
naturalized citizens of the United States, and 
21,628 who, although aliens, were not classed 
as immigrants. This leaves the figure first 
given of 116.754 as the total admission of 
actual immigrants into the United States in 
A single month. 

Apparently southern Italians have been 
the first to make up their minds that the 
United States has recovered from its panic. 
The April figures show 36,856 from southern 
Italy and 4,504 from northern Italy, making 
a total of more than one-third of the entire 
immigration in April from the single na- 
tionality. Next to the Italians are the Poles, 
10,798 in number. The Hebrews do not seem 
to have recovered from their financial dis- 
trust, because during the month there were 
only 2.801 of them admitted, whereas in 1906 
they mounted up to the extraordinary total 
of 153,748, or an average of considerably over 
12,000 a month 


Enormous Hebrew Gain Looked For. 


At that time they ranked next to Italians in 
the way of additions to our alien population. 
Whether it is that the Hebrew is more cau- 
tlous and takes alarm more quickly at 
financial! depression remains to be seen, but 
the chances are that within a month or two 
there will be an enormous increase in this 
Class of immigration, which generally is par- 
ticularly undesirable, not at all because they 
are Hebrews, but merely because they seek 
Merchandising pursuits and do not add to the 
agricultural or mechanical labor of the coun- 
try to any large extent. 

Under the new law the immigration bureau 
has been enabled to keep better track of the 
points of destination of the foreigners who 
come into this country. During the period 
from July 1, 1908, to March 1, 1909, there were 
828.68 immigrant aliens admitted. As they 
furnish a constant source for the building up 
of the labor supply in this country, it is in- 
tensely interesting to notice how closely 
they follow the regular lines of travel. Half 
& dozen states get almost all the benefit of 
this increased labor supply, as follows:

Six States Get Two- Thirds. 

In other words, six states of the union re- 
ceived two-thirds of all the immigration for 
4 period of eight months, and this, too, in 
Spite of the fact that during that period 57,068 
of the immigrants were classed as farm 

rers, 58,064 as common laborers, and 
$2,584 as servants. Manifestly the great 
mass of foreigners coming to this country 
continue to be of a class which would be bet- 
ter off and have better prospects for the fu- 
ture if they went into villages and on farms 
8 flocking to the cities, to railroad 
Amps, to the mines, and to similar places of

Agent of. Joseph Klicka & Co. 
Swears He Put $1,000 on 
Table Where “Skinny” 
Could Get It. 


AND CASH DISAPPEARED. 


First Witness Testifies He Was 
Forced to Double First La- 
bor Peace Offer of Five 
Hundred Dollars. 


The climax of the first day’s testimony in 
the case against Martin B. (“ Skinny) Mad- 
den, Fred A. Pouchot, and M. J. Boyle, 
charged with conspiracy in calling and set- 
tling strikes and extorting $1,000 from the 
Joseph Klicka company, came yesterday 
afternoon when George 8. Andres, a con- 
structing engineer who was employed at the 
Klicka factory, was placed on the witness 
stand. 

Andres testified he paid Madden $1,000 in 
cash for calling off the strike at the Klicka 
building. He said that after a conference 
with Mr. Cooper, a member of the Klicka 
company, who told him he had a bad strike 
on at the picture frame plant, he hunted up 
Madden, Pouchot, and Boyle and asked them 
to give him the reasons for the strike. 


Tells of Approaching Madden. 

“ Pouchot told me that certain things were 
being done about the building by nonunion 
men,“ said Andres. A day later I met Mad- 
den and Pouchot and they told me they would 
see what could be done about the matter. 
Soon after that I saw Madden in a Clark 
street saloon. He took me into a NHttle side 
office and I asked him what it would take 
to settle the strike. He told me he could not 
possibly discuss the matter with me, that 
Boyle was taking care of it. He told me to 
see Boyle. I didn’t see Boyle, but a day or 
two later saw Madden again in the saloon. 
He accused me of trying to get the steam- 
fitters’ union to fine him.” 

Just what did he say to yon? Give the 
conversation,” the witness was instructed. 

He said to me: Tou thought you were 
going to have me fined, but I tell you now 
that I'm running that strike and if you get 
it settled you'll have to see Madden,’ 


“Told to Bring the Dough.” 
I said I wanted to settle the strike and 
asked him if he would accept $500. 
* He said, ‘Go to h-—I!’ 


e 


* He said, Nix.’ 

Then I asked him if $1,000 would do, and 
he replied, ‘Bring up the dough.’ I went 
back to Klicka and got the check for $1,000 
from him.“ 4 

* What did you do then?!“ 

“I had the check cashed and got ten $100 
bills.“ 

What then?“ 

returned to the saloon, but did not find 
Madden. I did not find him again until the 
next night. Then I took him over to this 
little office and said, ‘ Madden, if I pay you 
this money, will you assure me the strike will 
be called off?’ He told me not to worry, and 
then I said to him, ‘ Here’s your money.’ 


Tells of Precautions. 

“Then he said: ‘I never took no money 
from you.’ ' 

What shall I do with it?’ I asked. 

He told me to throw it on the floor or any- 
where. I threw it over on a small! desk that 
stood in the corner. We talked for a few 
minutes and then got up to go out. He 
reached for a blotter and threw it over the 
pile of money and the ink stand.“ 

The witness testified that just prior to the 
beginning of the trial Madden called him up 
over the telephone and that the following 
conversation ensued: 

That you, Andres?“

“Well, this Is Madden. You were sum- 
moned in that case against me. Now look 
here: remember you don’t know nothing— 
you don't know nothing.“ 


Denies He Discussed Graft. 

On the cross examination of Andres Attor- 
ney Brady questioned him as to his business 
relations in California, where he lived prior 
to coming to Chicago. The witness denied in 
reply to questions that he ever had discussed 
with Brady how labor graft was conducted 
in San Francisco. 

“ Don't you remember that I visited you in 
your offices after the grand jury indictnients 
were drawn in this case and that you told 
me men never could have been caught graft- 
ing in San Francsco if some of their own 
crowd had not squealed and that the way they 
passed money there was for the man who re- 


| ceived it to be in a dark room and thé man 


who gave it in a light room, so one could 
see and the other couldn't?“ asked Brady. 

„No, I never had any such conversation 
with you,” was the reply. 


Madden Says Gee! A Cinch.“ 

The court ordered a short recess after 
Andres had been dismissed from the stand. 
Madden went out into the corridor, where 
thirty or forty men waited for him. He was 
in a jocular mood and laughed uproariously 
when one of his friends poked him in the side 
and remarked: I guess Wayman ain't 
getting after you, hey?” 

Madden pulled a box of straw tipped cig- 
arets from his pocket and passed them 
around in the crowd until but one was left. 
He didn't stop to light it, but twisted it to 
pieces and turned to the crowd following. 

“There ain't nothing to it, ia there?“ he 
remarked. “ Why, the judge won't never 
let it go much farther. The judge’'ll never let 
the jury out. It's a cinch if there ever was 


one.

Some of Answers Sent.

DICKINSON, ILL, CUTS TRIP; 
IS ON WAY TO WASHINGTON. 


Secretary of War, Suffering from Seri- 
oug Trouble, Defers Interview with 
Gomez at Havana. 


HAVANA, May 19.—The visit of the Ameri- 
can secretary of war, Jacob M. Dickinson, to 
Havana has been cut short, owing to his ill- 
ness, and the United States converted yacht 
Mayflower, on which he arrived here yester- 
day, sailed at 10 o’clock tonight with the 
secretary and party. aboard. Secretary 
Dickinson will be taken direct to Washing- 
ton. 

He has been confined to his stateroom for 
three days, suffering from bladder trouble. 
His condition is not alarming, but there was 
a slight fever during the day, indicating 
some inflammation, and the attending physi- 
clan decided that it would not be advisable 
for him to remain longer in a warm climate. 

It was the original intention of the secre- 
tary to remain in Havana until Friday to 
await the arrival of Postmaster General 
Hitchcock. 

Maj. Gen. Franklin Bell and the other mem- 
bers of the party came ashore and called upon 
President Gomes. They visited Camp Colum- 
bia and other points of interest. 

Secretary Dickinson sailed from Charles- 
ton, 8. C., for the isthmus of Panama on the 
Mayflower on April 21. arriving at Colon on 

April 2 after a brief stop at Kingston, 
Jamaica. 

During his stay on the isthmus the secre- 
tary was busily occupied in inspecting the

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SHIP IN ICE; 500 ON BOARD 


Steamer Mongolian at Standstill 
Near St. John’s, Newfoundland. 


| Fishermen Report That Damage to 
Hull Has Not Been Found. 


St. Johns, N. F., May 19.—[Special.]—The 
Allan line steamer Mongolian is tightly 
| wedged in a thick ice pack a mile off this 
port tonight, and there is danger of the craft 
being forced ashore by the tides. There 
are about 500 passengers on board. 

Bodies of men, in preparation for any un- 
toward contingency, are being stationed at 
convenient points tonight, 80 as to afford help 
if occasion demands. If the worst does not 
happen the ship may remain where it is for 
several days before the wind changes and 
drives the ice off the coast. . 

Just returned, from the ice packed waters 
of Belle Isle straight, where she had been 
abandoned by its crew and later rescued, 
the costa] steamer Prospero also lies wedged 
in the ice, between the Mongolian and the 
shore. . 

The Prospero was sent out to take off the 
passengers and mailajof the Mongolian, but 
had pust passed the harbor mouth when the 
ice barrier became impregnable, and further 
headway was impossible. There it kept 
company during the night with the Mongo- 
lian, which was equally helpless in the un- 
relenting grip of the ice. 


First Fight with Floes Steady. 

The Mongolian, which left Glasgow on May 
5, and Liverpool a few days later for this 
port, Halifax, and Philadelphia, had met the 
first of the great flelds of ice yesterday, but 
up to this morning the steamer’s progress 
was fairly steady. 

With the approach to land, where the har- 
bors had been packed by the drifting floes 
so that the irregular formations extended 
far out to sea, the Mongolian met more stren- 
uous resistance. Even before Cape Race 
had been sighted the combat between the 
steamer and ice had become a reality and the 
best seamanship of Capt. Williams and his 
officers had to be exercised. 

Literally inch by inch the Mongolian forced 
its way through the drifting mass until a 
position about a mile off the narrow harbor 
opening had been gained. There it stopped, 
the power of the engines and the stout hull 
unable to successfully cope with the great, 
irregular stretches of ice.’ 


Damage to Plates Not Discovered. 

The steamer’s efforts to run the blockade 
are believed to have injured some of the bow 
plates, but a number of fishermen who man- 
aged to reach its side over the closely packed | 
floes could discern no appreciable damage. 
During the evening the combined action of 
wind and tide strengthened the grip of the 
floes, and the Mongolian was completely sur- 
rounded, unable to advance or recede. 

Although assured that they were in no im- 
mediate danger, the passengers on board the 
Mongolian crowded the decks to witness the

Browne Takes Up the Attack. 


A few scattered efforts at applause fol- 
lowed the &peech by Mr. Kittleman, but 
it was apparent that he had been talking to 
a house already convinced—and, as results 
showed, overwhelmingly opposed to the 
measure. 

Representative Lee O’Neil Browne took 
‘the floor against the bill, referring to the fact 
that Mr. Kittleman is not a resident of Chi- 
cago, but of Berwyn. 

Browne then took up an editorial published 
in a Chicago newspaper and used it to illus- 
trate his theory that the Cook county Dem- 
ocrats were being clubbed into voting against 
their better judgment and for a bill to which 
they and their party were opposed.

It would be beaten again if it were submitted 
to the voters of Chicago. To demonstrate 
that fact it would cost at least $70,000—just 
to demonstrate to the satisfaction of Fisher, 
Foreman, et al., that the city does not want 
their charter. This legislature is not inter- 
ested in equipping a culture station for the 
germination of the political theories of Fish- 
er, Foreman, et al.

OSTEOPATHS’ BILL IS NEAR 
DEFEAT IN THE SENATE. 


Measure Is Withdrawn from Roll Call 
When Friends See It Cannot Secure 
Enough Votes. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT .] 

Springfield, III., May 19.—[Special.})—Just 
as the osteopaths’ bill was being defeated on 
roll call in the house today its friends rallied 
strongly enough to secure postponement and 
by dragging the measure away in the middle 
of the call managed to save it for the time 
being. The interrupted vote showed 44 to 73. 

The bill has been passed by the senate and. 
although amended in the house, probably 
could have secured the concurrence of the 
senate in these amendments and probably 
would have been acted on favorably by the 
governor if it could have mustered enough 
votes In the house on third reading. 

It is proposed to create an examining board 
for osteopathic practitioners, who would be 
required to secure a license after examina- 
tion. It would have removed these practi- 
tioners from control of the state board of 
health and have given them certain profes- 
sional independence for which they have been 
striving for a number of sessions. 

The bill had plenty of friends in the house. 
Some of them might have been personal 
friends who had been under osteopathic care 
at one time or another and who were “ con- 
verts.” Representative Carter, in champion- 
ing the measure, said he was not able to walk 
when he came to the legislature and that it 
was by chance he was advised to try oste- 
opathic trgatment. 

The bill as it came from the senate would 
have permitted osteopaths to practice minor 
surgery,’’ but when the house had the bill on 
second reading it struck out that provision, 
friends of the measure hoping that this con- 
cession would win for it votes which other- 
wise might have been cast against it. The 
opposition remained too strong, however, and 
before the call of the roll had reached its 
and supporters of the measure saw that their 
only chance to save it even temporarily from 
wreck was to stop the voting. 

At the afternoon meeting of the house com- 
mittee on sanitary affairs Senator Jandus’

CHARITIES BILL IS PASSED; 
SENATOR HAY REPUDIATES IT. 


Measure Eliminates Penal and Reforma- 
tory Institutions, and for This Rea- 
son Finds Much Opposition.

Springfield, III., May 19.—[{Special.]— 
Fought by its authors and original sponsors, 
the so-called ‘‘ administration “ state insti- 
tutions bill was passed by the senate this 
afternoon.

Against. 

Senator Logan Hay, chairman of the com- 
mittee on penal and reformatory institutions, 
openly repudiated the bill when he called it 
up for passage. He voted against it on the 
roll call and with him lined up the senators 
who had fought for the original bill before the 
Slaughtering amendments were cut into it. 

The bill as it passes the senate, applies only 
to the charitable institutions of the state. The 
penal and reformatory establishments were 
Slashed away when the bill was on second 
reading. Al!) of the senators who went along 
with the bill upon its merits in the early 
Stages of its legislative career, jumped the 
job after the knife had been applied by the 
would-be assassins. 

It was a surprise to the senate itself that 
the bill received the necessary constitutional 
majority, after the remarks which Senator 
Hay made when he brought the bill before 
the senate in his capacity as chairman of the 
committee. 

The bill in its unslaughtered form is in 
the house committee on penal and reforma- 
tory institutions. What will be the fate 
of the bill is a serious question, the posei- 
bility being many representatives may favor 
the acceptance of the senate bill rather than 
to make no change whatever im the manage- 
ment of the charitable institutions.

„ Well, I have seen one similar to t.“ ad- 
mitted Mr. Sonateby. ‘‘ And every statement 
made in it is taken from the printed state- 
ments of the board. I had an expert ac- 
countant go over it and the figures are cor- 
rect. 

“They are not correct; they are wrong and 
misleading,” returned Mr. Spiegel.

Stanton, C. S. Pellet, C. C. Bartlett, H. W. 
Austin, Jens Jensen, and J. P. Lenox. 


Speaker Urged to Help. 

To the speaker the club telegraphed: 

„The City club civil service committee re- 
quests~ you to use your influence to bring 
speedily to a roll call the Cook county civil 
service bill, reference being hereby made to 
our former letter asking you to appoint a 
committee which would not pigeonhole the 
bill.“ 

In a statement explaining the action 
George E. Hooker, civic secretary of the 
club, said: 

“The civil service committee addressed a 
telegram to Speaker Shurtleff on the theory 
that inasmuch as he had appointed the com- 
mittee he is in a measure responsible for its 
conduct.

SHOOTS WIFE: KILLS HIMSELF 


Julius Baeslan Also Dangerously 
Wounds His Brother-in-Law. 


DRINK CAUSE OF TROUBLE. 


Barber, Out of Work, Resolves to Be 
Robber, but Ends Own Life. 


Angered at being upbraided by his wife on 
his ret urn home from a weary search for em- 
ployment, Julius Baesiau early last night 
fired a bullet through her head, shot and 
painfully wounded Winam Springer, her 
brother, and then committed suicide by send- 
ing a bullet through his brain. 

Mrs. Baeslau and her brother were hurried 
to St. Mary of Nazareth hospital. It was 
said the-woman had small chance ot re- 
covery. The bullet penetrated her left eye 
and came out below the right cheek. One 
bullet struck Springer in the left thigh and 


neck. 

The trouble started when Baeslau stag- 
gered into his home at 244 Cortland street 
and was met in the doorway by his wife. It 
is said he was intoxicated and had purchased 
the revolver only a day. before with the in- 
tention of entering a life of crime and rob- 
bery. He was a barber and he married last 
November. 


Trouble Caused by Drink. 

„There's no work for honest men any 
more,“ he exclaimed as the door was opened 
for him. “I've tramped the streets all day 
and have nothing in sight. I can’t stand this 
much longer.“ 

“If you'd sober up, Julfus, perhaps you 
might get work somewhere, retorted Mrs. 
Braeslau. You know it wae drink that 
wrecked your business, and no one wants 
drunken men nowadays.” 

With an oath Baeslau drew a revolver and 
Springer attempted to wrest it from him. 
In the scuffle that followed Springer was 
thrown to the floor and Baeslau leaned over 
him, firing @wo shots. Mrs. Baeslau tried to 
escape, but as she was fleeing through the 
doorway she was shot despite her cries for 
mercy. A minute later Baeslau killed him- 
self. 


Ready for Career of Crime. 
Edward Nelson and Charles Korth, neigh- 
bors, heard the shooting and notified the 
West Chicago avenue police station. When 
the policemen arrived Mrs. Baeslau was ly- 
ing in the yard, having dragged herself from 
the house in fear that she would be shot 


again. 

“Julius had been out of work for some 
time,“ she said on regaining consciousness 
at the hospital, and it was only yesterday 
that he told me he intended becoming a rob- 
ber. He said he could not find employment 
and told of another man who was going to 
assist him in crime. 

My father started him in business when 
we got married, but Julius neglected it and 
spent most of his time and earnings tn drink. 
He would have killed me but for the inter- 
ference of my brother, for he was insane 
from liquor.“ 

Dr. Charles F. Stotz of 1570 Milwaukee 
avenue cared for Mrs. Baeslau and her 
brother until the arrival of the police ambu- 
lances, and then ordered them taken to the 
hospital. Baeslau was 24 years old.

OUST IT, RESOLUTIONS SAY. 


Measures Passed in University Club Go 
to Busse Today. 


Action which is expected to cause the pro- 
moters of the elevated railroad merger to 
“git up and take notice was taken yester- 
day at an executive meeting of the Loop Pro- 
tective association, held in one of the private 
dining rooms of the University club. 

After a session lasting more than three 
hours the association passed resolutions de- 
nouncing the Union Loop company and de- 
manding of the city authorities that no fur- 
ther privileges be granted until the enemy 
agreed to make certain improvements and 
abolish the nuisance features of the system. 

More than ferty members of the anti- 
loop association were present and caustic 
speeches were made declaring emphatically 
that the loop should be eliminated. Others, 
however, favored the retention of the loop 
until adequate subway facilities could be 
provided. 


Would Oust Loop from Streets. 

The resolutions finally passed warned the 
company if it did not provide necessary im- 
provements, action would be taken imme- 
diately to have the loop ousted from the 
streets. The resolutions were as follows: 

“ Whereas, The elevated loop structure in 
its present condition is a detriment to the 
property abutting thereon, and 

“ Whereas, Said structure is now main- 
tained in the street without legal right, there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved. That the Loop Protective and 
Improvement association demand of the city 
authorities that no further privileges of any 
kind be given the elevated companies, and 


Outline Reforms Needed. 

That said loop company eliminate as far 
as possible the nuisance features, and in par- 
ticular: 

“1. Eliminate the noise caused by the op- 
eration of trains. 

2. Replace the present stations with sta- 
tions of the subtrack type. 

3. Remove the unused exit stairways, and 

“4. Carry out the other suggestions with 
reference to the painting and otherwise less- 
ening the unsightly appearance of the struc- 
ture. 

And that said company agree to operate 
its cars in subways exclusively, on terms now 
to be agreed upon, wherever such subways 
are provided by the city or otherwise. 

Resolved further, That this association 
do everything within its power, First: To 
have these objects accomplished, and second: 
If they are not agreed to, to take such action 
as is deemed advisable toward ousting the 
elevated loop from the streets upo® which 
it now stands.“ 


Ouster Is Up to Wayman. 

According to Attorney Clarence N. Good- 
win, representing the association, State's At- 
torney Wayman or the city officiale may start 
proceedings to oust the loop at any time. 

“The courts have decided that the loop 
company invalidated its franchise on Lake 
street,” said Attorney Goodwin, “ because it 
paid $100 a foot fron to those property 
owners who gave their congent to have the 
structure built. According to the law the 
company had to get a majority of the prop- 
erty owners on each street to give their con- 
sent before the franchise was valid.“ 

*“ Will the Loop Protective association ask 
Mr. Wayman to investigate the matter?“ At- 
torney Goodwin was asked. 

“TI can’t answer that question just now,” 
was the reply. I want it understood; how- 
ever, that I think we've got a good state's 
attorney.” 

Resolutions Go to .Busse. 

The resolutions passed at the meeting will 
be forwarded to Mayor Busse and members 
of the council today. 

It was said that the association has no ob- 
jection to a consolidation of the elevated 
interests, but that certain improvements 
must be promised before peace and harmony 
are permitted to reign.

Washington, D. C., May 10. — The senate

The debate was precipitatéd by Mr. Bailey, 


5 ' who charged the Republicans with entering 


info a conspiracy by exaggerating Demo- 
cratic dissensions in order to hide their own 
‘difficulties. He said that by careful observa- 
tion recently he had become convinced “ that 
‘a deliberate and systematic plan had been 
inaugurated to obscure the differences on the 
Republican side by exaggerating and even 
misrepresenting the differences on this side.“ 


Hale Denies Conspiracy. 

This statement called Mr. Hale to his feet, 
Mr. Bailey readily giving way to the senator 
from Maine. Mr. Hale assured the senator 
from Texas that there was no reason for 

‘guch suspicion, and he added that the fact 
was that the newspapers, seizing upon dis- 
gensions in either party, display them promi- 
nently as features. Hale assured the Texan 
that nothing*beyond that, in his opinion, ex- 
isted in respect to Bailey’s suspicion of con- 
spiracy. Mr. Hale declared that there would 
be no failure to enact a protective tariff bill 
and he declared that when it was all over all 
the Republicans would support it and all the 
Democrats would oppose it. 

Mr. Bailey resuming referred to a pub- 
ished interview with Gov. Johnson of Minne- 
‘gota, criticising the minority in the senate in 
its attitude toward the tariff bill. 


Bailey in Fling at Johnson. 

It this represents the views of Mr. John- 
gon,’’ Mr. Bailey said, ‘‘ then he might better 
be at home studying the tariff question than 
seeking Democratic favor in other states. 
If this intervigw was authorized or sanc- 
tioned by Gov. Johnson he was utterly reck- 
j Jess of the truth and is disqualified for any 


tation. His explanation is that the railroads 


of the south have interested themselves in 
this legislation and have overcome the con- 
‘sciences of some senators. He ought, if he 
‘knows that, in the cause of truth, to specify 
who are the men to whom he refers.”’ 
Defining the Democratic attitude toward 
the tariff question, Mr. Bailey declared that 
the day when Democrats should favor free 
raw material had passed, and said that doc- 
trine was expressed by Democrats in the 
‘past who-had hoped by such favor to attract 
northern manufacturers. 


Defends Tax on Iron Ore. 

He defended the vote of Democrats who 
favored a revenue tax oniron ore. He ridi- 
culed 5 per cent reductions” in articles 
of the pending bill, which he said were for 
the benefit of manufacturers using the ar- 
ticles receiving the reduction. 

was asked to vote for a duty on iron 

ore by men who represented the United 
States Steel corporation or subsidiary com- 
Panies, said Senator Smith of Maryland, 
when pressed by Mr. Tillman to say how 
he knew the steel corporation wanted a 
duty on iron ore. Mr. Smith defended his 
vote for free iron ore as one to encourage 
competing steel corporations. 
Senator Rayner also defended his vote in 
favor of free iron ore, which he said he had 
cast to help in breaking up the United States 
Steel corporation. 

Whenever I can vote for a free raw ma- 
terial that will destroy one of these monop- 
olles, he said, I will vote for it. I will 
never vote for a protective duty, but always 
for a duty for the purpose of revenue.“ 


Tells Why He Wants Free Oil. 

Mr. Bailey, again rising, said he proposed 
to vote to place oil and its, products on the 
free list because, he said, a duty on it would 
produce no revénue and would only increase 
the price of oil to the people who use it. 

sta vet, he said, two excellent gentle- 
men recently called on me and spent an hour 
trying to convince me that the Standard Oil 
company wants oil on the free list.“ 

Referring again to the anti-trust law, Mr. 
Bailey said that if were attorney generäl, 
with competént assistants, he could break 
up all unlawful combinations. It would 
only be necessary, he said, to put a few of 
the violators of the law in jail. 

In the southern states recently,“ he said. 
“two men were put in jail for violating the 
anti-trust law, and those sentences will dis- 
solve the turpentine trust.“ 


Clay Flays Sugar Trust. 

A denunciation of the sugar trust and an 
appeal for a smaller differential duty on re- 
fined sugar in the interest of consumers were 

. the features of an extended address before 
the senate by Senator Clay of Georgia. 

Senator Clay declared that Joseph F. 
Smith, head of the Mormon church, every 

‘ year fixes the price of beets in the interest of 

, the beet sugar factories in Utah rather than 
in favor of the producers of beets. The state- 

ment was characterized as absolutely un- 

true by Senator Smoot, himself an official 
of the Mormon church. Clay declared that 
Smith, as president of the beet sugar fac- 
tories of Utah, received $20,000 annua! salary. 

He is always in favor of the factories and 
against the growers,” said Clay. 

An amendment by Newlands to reduce the

Mr. McLaurin declared that the pending 
tariff measure should be labeled “A bill to 
elect a Democratic house of representatives 
at the next election.” 

On the McLaurin amendment only one Re- 
publican, La Follette, cast his vote with the 
Democrats. 

Metal Schedule Is Adopted. 

Mr. Dolliver offered an amendment to make 
the duty of 45 per cent ad valorem apply to 
articles or wares not specially provided for 
whose “chief value was metal instead of

The chances are that in the states enumer- 
ated far too great a number was poured into 
the already congested tenement districts of 
New York, Philadelphia, Boston, Jersey City, 
Cincinnati, Cleveland, and Chicago. Mani- 
festly the immigration problem never will be 
settled in anything like a satisfactory man- 
ner until some means is devised for directing 
the stream of European immigration, com- 
posed so largely of southern Italians, who 
are purely agricultural in their training, 
into the farming districts instead of into 
tenement houses. 

It is a pity that out of a third of a million 
immigrants who arrived in the United States 
during the first eight months of the fiscal 
year there were fewer billeted to Oklahoma 
or Oregon or either of the Dakotas, for in- 
stance, than to the little manufacturing state 
of Rhode Island, and yet so it is. 

For some time there was an agitation over 
peonage conditions in the southern states. 
The facts were first laid before the public ex- 
tensively in these dispatches to Tm CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE. I endeavored at that time to ex- 
plain the great folly of southern legislatures 
in keeping on their statute books archaic 
laws which made a man who broke a civil 
contract Mable to be sent to the chain gang 
and sold into slavery, possibly to the employer 
with whom he had the dispute. 

South Needs More Labor. 

The southern people want labor more than 
anything else in the world. They need a 
large addition to the labor supply furnished 
by negroes, and unless they secure it from 
alien immigrants they cannot possibly hope 
to develop their great natural resources as 
they are capable of being developed. 

Few if any of the south legislatures 
took the warning in good faith. They con- 
tinued to present seductive claims for for- 
eign settlement, but they let their wicked 
laws remain on the statute books. Prosecu- 
tions in the federal courts failed of their 
purpose because of local prejudice. 

It is a most significant thing that the for- 
eigners are once more abandoning the south 
almost entirely, and they are doing that, of 
course, because of reports of officials of 
Italy, Austria-Hungary, Russia, and other 
European countries, who found it necessary 
to advise their home governments that any 
of their citizens who went into the south 
under any conditions were liable to im- 
prisonment for a mere money debt or owing 
to a broken contract with a planter. 


Southern Policy Shortsighted. 
It is worth while showing how shortsighted 
the southern policy has been by calling at- 
tention to the fact that for the eight months 
under consideration, when there was a total 
immigration into the United States of 828,685, 
those billeted for Dixie are reported as fol- 


lows:

There were peculiar conditions in Florida, 
Loulsiana, and Texas, but it is easy to see 
that in the rest of the south the immigrants 
had been warned off by their authorities at 
home, and the chances are they will stay 
warned off until thessouthern states are wise 
enough to repeal their contract labor and 
peonage provisions. 


Should Repeal Archaic Laws. 
There could not be a better object lesson, 
and if the planters, and miners, and lumber- 
men. and ironmen, and millowners of the 
south want to see the bars let down the first 
thing they will have to do will be to persuade 
their legislatures to wipe from the statute 
books all the medieval laws intended to keep 
the negro in a condition of industrial bond- 
age, but which have resulted in putting an 
absolute stop to the alien immigration indis- 
pensable to further progress in the southern 
states. 

About as many foreigners went to North 
Dakota in the eight months mentioned as 
were destined for Alabama, Arkansas. 
Georgia, Mississippi, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Tennessee, and Virginia put to- 
gether, and it is a notable fact that in all 
these latter states there were serious charges 
of peonage followed by acquittals in almost 
every case, so that the representatives of 
foreign nations two years ago began to dis- 
play the red flag against those states with the 
result shown.

OF EMPLOYING CHILD LABOR. 


Strikers Complain to State Factory In- 
spector, Who Immediately Starts In- 
vestigation. 


Walter J. Gibbons, business agent of the 
Carriage and Cab Drivers’ union, yesterday 
complained to Edgar T. Davies, chief of the 
state department of factory inspection, that 
strike bound liverymen were employing boys 
under legal age as drivers of funeral car- 
riages. 

Jacob Nelles & Sons, liverymen, 596 Mil- 
waukee avenue, are accused of employing 
as a driver George Kozlowski, 14 years old, 
204 Cornell street. The complaint was made 
to Gibbons by the boy’s mother, who feared 
he would be injured. 

James P. Marzano, undertaker and livery- 
man at 160 West Polk street, js alleged to 
have a driver called Scotti ’’ who is said to 
be 15 years old. 

Deputy Inspector Barney Cohen arsigned 
deputies to investigate and report today. 

Hope of immediate settlement of the strike 
was abandoned by both sides. Robert K. 
Sloan, president of the liverymen’s associa- 
tion declared the drivers must return to work 
before any negotiations would be opened. 

“The drivers will not return unless the 
liverymen sign the agreement.“ said Busi- 
ness Agent Gibbons. 

The first strike benefits probably will be 
paid tomorrow or on Saturday. 

An arbitration board decided that Clar- 
ence McGagan, a conductor of the Chicago 
Southern Traction company, was “ unjustly 
discharged,” and that he should be rein- 
stated in his former position and paid for 
all lost time since Feb. 24. 

Thomas Payne, a printer, 2314 Indiana ave- 
nue, was fined $100 and costs for illegal use 
of the Allied Printing Trades council label. 

Seventeen newspaper delivery drivers em- 
ployed by the Western News company went 
on strike for a raise from $15 to $16 a week. 

At last night’s session of the arbitration 
conference in Detroit a written statement 
from William Livingstone, president of the 
Lake Carriers’ association, was read, setting 
forth that the open shop was the sole issue 
so far as the carriers were concerned, and 
could not be arbitrated, and that the carriers 
had no strike, their employés being at work 
and satisfied.

HONOR TO WAR VICTIMS. 
Veterans of Both Sides See Mon- 
ument to Fort Mahone He- 
roes Unveiled. 


Petersburg, Va., May 19.—President Taft 
today attended the unveiling of a monument 
placed on the battleground of Fort Mahone 
to commemorate the valor and heroism of 
Gen. John F. Hartranft and the Pennsyl- 
vania soldiers of the union army. He ad- 
dressed a notable gathering of veterans in 
t blue of the north and the gray of the 

outh. 

Later he was guest at a luncheon at one 
of the most beautiful old homes in the south, 
and finally. facing a multitude, he made an 
earnest plea for self-eacrificing and non- 
Partisan support for the reunited country. 

“It has been a great day.“ he declared, 
“ not alone for Petersburg, for Pennsylvania. 
or Virginia, but in the history of the whole 
country; a day which will conduce to a 
greater union—a day to make stronger our 
common love for our common country, which 
all of us when necessary are ready to die 
for.” 

The president's speech at the Pennsylvania 
memorial, at the base of which were gath- 
ered many of the veterans of the Keystone 
state and of Virginia, was a studied tribute 
to the north and to the south. Mr. Taft 
was unstinted in his recognition of the 
heroic deeds of both sides. The common 
heritage of heroism ’’ was his theme. En- 
during good, he believed, had come from the 
strife which had been inevitable. 


Tells Ideas of Citizenship. 

In his later speech, when he had been 
taken in charge by the people of Virginia, 
Mr. Taft, beginning in a humorous vein by 
twitting the governor of Virginia, Mr. Swan- 
son, on the rare gift of being able to make 
four speeches in one day, suddenly became 
serious and for fifteen minutes held his au- 
dience in silent attention as he outlined in 
a general way his ideas of a citizenship 
which in the north and south alike should 
carry the country forward to permanence of 
prosperity and ever glorious future. 

There was a touch of politics in this later 
speech, for which the president first made 
apology. It was a day, he declared, to for- 
get politics. When he did lapse into the sub- 
ject of partisan government, the president 
spoke broadly. He urged the southern people 
to direct themselves toward an intelligent 
and healthy opposition. He believed in two 
opposing parties, he said, with a fighting 
nucleus in every state of the union, “‘ to make 
the party in power do business properly.” 
Turning to the subject of the tariff, Mr. Taft 
laughingly declared: 
„'m not going to say that the tariff for 
revenue only and tariff for the purpose of 
protection are one and the same thing when 
they both reach the same amount. But when 
a congressman from Alabama favors a $2 
tariff on lumber for revenue, and a congress- 
man from Washington or Oregon favors a 
$2 tariff on lumber for protection, they 
haven't any great amount of dispute between 
them. Personally, I am not in favor of a 62 
tariff on lumber for any purpose. But it all 
means, my friends, that we are working 
closer and closer together.“ 

“Dixie” and America“ Sung. 

Before Mr. Taft rose to speak several nun- 
dred school children sang The Star 
Spangled Banner,” Dixie, and “America,” 
with equal fervor. The other speakers of the 
day, including Mayor Isaac B. Brown, M. 
Jusserand, the French ambassador, and Gov. 
Swanson, all carried out this theme of a re- 
united country. When Mr. Taft began his 
last speech he said: 

„ could not but feel as I listened to the 
truthful statements of Virginia heroism, of 
Virginia sentiment, and of Virginia ability 
that Virginia had a right to the feeling of 
pride in her past, and had a right to the 
strength of sentiment that unites Virginians 
wherever they are, and I could not but feel 
rejoiced, because I believe that I speak the 
truth when I say that as we look forward 
we can count on that Virginia sentiment, that 
Virginia heroism, that Virginia patriotism as 
being directed in the -ommon flow of patriot- 
ism in support of the grand old government 
and the grand old starry flag that we all so | 
much love. 

“There is not the slightest doubt that the 
danger to the country that arose in the Span- 
ish war united the south to the northin a 
way that nothing else could. But, my friends, 
a national war is a bit expensive in point of 
money and blood, and I think we have got to 
the point where we can go on getting closer 
and closer without that supreme test that a 
national war brings about. 

Seeks Heroism in Peace. 

„ We must look forward to a time when 
war shall cease to come as frequently as in 
the past, and we must look forward to train- 
ing up those virtues, less heroic, less spec- 
tacular, but as essential to the building up of 
a great people, and a people of great char- 
acter as the test of courage and.warlike and 
martial ardor. We must have the economic 
spirit of self-restraint; we must cultivate the 
unselfish desire to promote thegpublic weal 
every day and every week and not every 
three or four years. Now it is in that direc- 
tion that we must turn our national spirit and 
must consume our national energy. 

»I believe it is possible if we all strive in 
the same spirit to make this one common 
country for all of us, to make it so in every 
respect. I know that a sensible and patriotic 
northerner can sit and listen to the tales of 
heroism of the southerner in the war be- 
tween the states and feel proud of the deeds 
that were done by the men of the south in 
that contest. And I know that the sensible 
men of the south can do the same thing with 
respect to the recounting of the glorious 
deeds of the northern army in the same con- 
test. 

* You will always find some fool at one end 
of the crowd saying something that a fool 
at the other end of the crowd takes as a 
challenge, and then they try to stir up the 
middle by some altogether thoughtless state- 
ment that we know sensible men would not 
pay any attention to, and therefore what we 
have got to do among us all is to restrain the 
fools. We must eliminate as far as possible 
those people on both sides, with whom none 
of us sympathises.“

DR. BUTLER LEADS CRUSADE. 


New York Educator Comments on In- 
crease of German Navy. 


Mohonk Lake, N. Y., May 19.—The limita- 
tion of armament and the permanent estab- 
lishment of peace throughout the world by 
arbitration of international disputes is the 
purpose of the Mohonk Lake conference on 
international arbitration which opened here 
today. 

More than 300 men prominent in educa- 
tional, diplomatic. and business circles at- 
tended the conference, which will be in ses- 
sion for three days. 

Nicholas Murray Butler, president of the 
American branch of the Association for In- 
ternational Conciliation, presided and made 
the opening address. : 

President Butler referred to the progress 
toward universal peace made by the second 
Hague conference, but deplored what he de- 
scribed as present day emotional insanity 
which resulted in war talk. The speaker cited 
the attitude of England towards Germany as 
an instance of unwarranted jealousy. He 
continued: 

The intensive application of the discov- 
erles of theoretical science to industrial proc- 
esses has made Germany, in a sense, the 
world’s chief teacher in its great interna- 
tional school of industry and commerce. With 
this over-sea trade expansion has gone the 
building of a German navy. It appears to be 
the building of this navy which has so roused 
the passions of the English people. The in- 
ference is drawn that the navy must be in- 
tended for an attack upon England. 


Thinks English Fears Are Groundless. 

Speaking for myself, and making full 
use of such opportunities for accurate in- 
formation as I have enjoyed, I say, with the 
utmost emphasis and with entire sincerity, 
that I do not belleve there is any ground 
whatever for this suspicion. 

It is the plain duty of the friends of both 
England and Germany to exert every possi- 
ble influence to promote a better understand- 
ing of each of these peoples by the other, a 
fuller appreciation of the services of each 
to modern civilization, and to point out the 
folly, not to speak of the wickedness, of 
permitting the seeds of discord to be sown 
between them by any element in the popu- 
lation of either. 

The aim of all rational and practicable 
activity for the permanent establishment of 
the world’s peace and for the promotion of 
justice is and must always be the educatio& 
of the world's public opinion. Governments, 
however popular and however powerful, 
have ceased to dominate; everywhere public 
opinion dominates governments.’”’ 


Deplores Voyage of Warships. 

Prof. Samuel T. Dutton, secretary of the 

Peace Society of New York, made an ad- 
dress on the Need of a More Effective Or- 
ganization in the Peace Movement.” 
“The situation we are facing looks more 
critical than it did two years ago,“ he said. 
The long voyage of the battleships, glorious 
as it was in some ways, placed us in a false 
position before the world. 

Our enormous appropriations for arma- 
ment are raising serious questions in the 
chancelleries of Europe. Our competency to 
help other nations is diminished. Wecannot 
administer the Emmanuel treatment to them 
unless we believe in the God of nations and 
are ourselves psychologically and ethically 
sound.” 

Limitation of Armaments Favored. 
Joshua L. Bailey of Philadelphia said the 
limitation of armaments and an increased 
revenue go hand in hand. 

Dr. W. P. Rodgers of Cincinnati favored 
adopting a resolution that the United States 
government should take the lead in limiting 
armaments.

Count von Bernsdorff Also Up- 
holds Quality of Labor in 
the Fatherland.

Count von Bernsdorff Makes Comment 

This forced Count von Bernsdorff to apol- 
ogise for talking shop, as he felt obliged to 
defend the doctrine of mutuality in foreign 
trade. He expressed the hope that Germany 
might negotiate a new commercial treaty 
with the United States, and went on to ex- 
plain what he meant by mutuality in foreign 
trade. :

I take the liberty 
of assuming that when you invited me you 
intended to show your wish to trade more 
and more with Germany on the basis of fair 
exchange,” 


Tells Standing of German Labor. 

Then taking up the question of the pauper 
labor in Europe, the ambassador said: 

“TI very much doubt whether the standard 
of life of German labor is lower than it is 
here. Living is cheaper in Germany because 
there are not such high import duties. In 
most of our large factories wages have risen 
from 20 to 30 per cent in the last ten years.“ 

Congressman Charles N. Fowler, who is 
chairman of the house committee on bank- 
ing and currency, began: 

„Let us be careful lest in establishing 
mutuality we give away our own market of 
$25,000,000,000. You should be careful before 
you make a move that it is really to your 
advantage. Remember that the home mar- 
ket is our own, and that it is better to have 
a home market of $25,000.000,000 than to be 
sharing in a foreign market of $10,000,000,- 
000, for which every nation is a competitor.” 

He suggested that foreign trade might cost 
as much as it is worth, and pointed out that 
Germany, which has the most perfect de- 
velopment of its foreign trade, under Bis- 
marck had followed the example of America 
in adopting protection. 


Will Follow Van Cleave’s Policies. 
Mr. Kirby, who was unanimously elected 
to the presidency of the association of manu- 
facturers at the annual meeting during the 
day, says he will follow the policies of Mr. 
Van Cleave, retiring president.

FIGHT MADE OVER A WILL. 


Trustees Want Legacy for Founding a 
Philadelphia University. 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 19.—[Special.]— 
Whether certain doctrines of Emmanuel 
Swedenborg as set forth in his book on 
“ Conjugal Love, one of the 149 volumes 
of that prolific religious writer, are 80 in 
conflict with public policy as to invalidate a 
will or trust made for the benefit of the new 
church was a matter of argument before 
the Supreme court in this city today. 

The matter came before the court in the 

form of an appeal by the Academy of the 
New Church from the Orphan’s court of 
Lancaster county, dismissing the exceptions 
filed to the adjudication of the estate of 
Frederick John Krampp, deceased. 
e The testator was a merchant tallor in the 
city of Lancaster, who at the time of his 
death was lacgely interested in real estate 
development. He was a man of education, 
culture, and wide business experience. He 
became an earnest student of the writings 
of Emmanuel Swedenborg, and for more 
than twenty years was the leader of the 
Lancaster Society of the Church of the New 
Jerusalem. 


Will Provided for University. 

When Mr. Krampp died in 1858 it was found 
that his will, written four years previously, 
after making certain bequests to his widow 
and children, provided that the net remain- 
der of his estate should be paid over to seven 
trustees for the purpose of. endowing a uni- 
versity of the New Jerusalem to be founded 
in the city of Philadelphia, for universal, New 
church education, for the education of New 
church ministers, *“‘ who are to teach the doc- 
trines of the New Jerusalem as laid down in 
the writings of the Hon. Emmanuel Sweden- 
borg.“ 

A codicil to the will provided that the trus- 
tees should consist of the following persons: 
L. C. Jungerich of Philadelphia, Henry A. 
Carpenter of Lancaster county, Simon 8. 
Rathbone of Lancaster city, Alexander Offi- 
cer of Chicago, the Rev. William H. Benade 
of Philadelphia, the Rev. N. C. Burnham of 
Seville, O., and Prof. Rudolph Tafel of An- 
napolis, Md. 

The widow and children were subsequently 
paid the income due them under the terms of 
the will. Subsequently by the sale of real 
estate the sum of $10,000 was paid to other 
heirs, and the residuary part of the testator’s 
real estate was sold and the money for dis- 
tribution is the balance of the proceeds. It 
ig said to amount to about $35,000. 


Trustees Lay Claim to Fund. 

Claims for the remainder of this fund 
were made by the Academy of the New 
church by the trustees der the will, and 
their successors, and also by the heirs of the 
testator. e Academy of the New church 
is situated at Bryn Athyn, Montgomery 
county, about fifteen miles from Philadel- 
phia. The contest over the distribution of 
the funds hinged upon the legality of the 
religious doctrine founded on the writings of 
Swedenborg, which have been the subject of 
much condemnation and criticism. 

It is a matter of church history that almost 
from the time of publication of Swedenborg’s 
work on “ Conjugal Love, which is only 
one of 149 volumes compiled by this prolific 
writer, he was subject to attack from many 
quarters and reported as defending immoral! 
practices. 

The doctrines alleged to be based on this 
book were first questioned at the audit. and 
from that point up to the present stage the 
question of the interpretations of the work 
* Conjugal Love and the alleged immorality 
of its teaching has been the sole issue in the 
case.

Final arrangements for the funeral had not 
been completed late tonight, but it has been 
decided to hold services at the Church of the 
Messiah, a Unitarian institution, a which 
the Rev. Dr. Robert Collyer, a life long 
friend of Mr. Rogers, is pastor, Friday morn- 
ing. Dr. Collyer will conduct thé services, 
efter which the body will be taken to Fair- 
baven, Mass., Mr. Rogers’ native town, for 
interment.

Henry H. Rogers Jr., now in his thirtieth 
year, has been active for several years in na- 
tional guard affairs. 
as lieutenant in the Twelfth regiment, and 
afterwards became captain. He resigned 
from the Twelfth and went into the Twenty- 
second as lieutenant. He was anxious to 

become lieutenant colonel of the Twenty- 
second, and there were two eléctions held 
to select the officers for that place, but, be- 
cause of no choice, the matter finally was 
thrown into the hands of Gov. Hughes, who 
appointed Lieut. Daniel Conley. 

It was not at first supposed that young 
Rogers had become prominently identified 
with business, but, after the panic of 1907.

He entered the guard |

oil business and stuck to it, although con- 
stantly branching out in investments as soon 
as he was supplied with capital. He went 
particularly into gas and copper, and later 
into railroads and railroad building. 


Came of Plymouth Rock Ancestry. 

Mr. Rogers was born on Jan. 29, 1840, at 
Fairhaven, Mass. His ancestors were New 
Englanders from the Plymouth Rock days. 
His father, Roland Rogers, died in 1861, when 
only 52 years old, and about that time the 
son went into the oil business. His mother, 
who was Mary Eldredge Huttleston, died 
only recently, in her 90th year, and in her 
memory Mr. Rogers erected a beautiful 
church at Fairhaven. She had three chil- 
dren, the eldest, Eliza S., dying in childhood. 
Henry H. was the second child. He has a 
brother, Rufus A., of Chicago. 

Of Mr. Rogers’ four great-grandfathers it 
is said that three were soldiers of the revolu- 
tion, the two on the paternal side being Lot 
Rogers of Tilbury and Deacon Cephas Cush- 
man of Mattapoisett. Early in the civil war 
H. H. Rogers was tempted to enlist, but his 
business interests already were diverse and 
he compromised by contributing largely to 
the funds for the amelioration of the sol- 
diers’ lot. He and his young wife were then 
in the oil regions and she used to tell of the 
conditions under which they worked there at 
first, she even doing the washing on the 
banks of a brook. 


Schooling Ended in 16th Year. 

Mr. Rogers’ schooling ended in his sixteenth 
year, when he was graduated from the Fair- 
haven High school. He used to complain in 
school that the benches cramped his long 
legs, and he told the teacher that if he ever 
got rich he would build a school there where 
boys could be comfortable. He kept his 
word. It was his first of many gifts to the 
town, and the school cost him $75,000. 

When he left school he undertook to sell 
papers, but the town was so small he had 
to go over to New Bedford to make the busi- 
ness pay. Then he went into his father’s 
grocery store as a clerk at $3 a week and 
board, and staid there five years. Afterthat 
for a short time he worked on the Fairhaven 
branch railway at $1.10 a day as brakeman 
and signalman, and then with his bride, who 
was Miss Abbie T. Gilford of Fairhaven, 
he went into the Pennsylvania oil regions to 
make his fortune, knowing no more of the 
business or the region than he had read in 
the newspapers. 

He settled at McClintock’s Wells, staid 
there for five or six years, and mastered the 
business as opportunity offered. Bartholo- 
mew Taber, proprietor of a paint shop at 
Fairhaven, who was a customer of Charles 
Pratt of Brooklyn, then practically in con- 
trol of the retail oil trade in the metropolitan 


district, recommended Rogers as just the 


bright New Englander for whom Mr. Pratt 
was looking to develop his business further, 
and Rogers came to New York. Before com- 
ing here he had formed a connection with the 
Pennsylvania Sait company of Natrona, 
operating one of the largest refineries on the 
Alleghany river, besides its chemical works. 


Becomes Factor in Pratt Concern. 

Mr. Rogers soon became a considerable fac- 
tor in the Pratt concern, and when, in 1874, 
that union of the principal refineries of New 
York, Philadelphia, Pittsburg, and Cleve- 
land was effected which became the Standard 
Oil company Mr. Rogers and Mr. Pratt be- 
came trustees of the Standard, 

Until his death Mr.. Rogers was one of 
the controlling factors of that great organ- 
ization. In the early ‘90's he was president 
of the corporation, and later he was vice 
president. He interested himself not only in 
the allied industries of the Standard but in 
various independent ventures. He invested 
heavily in mining companies, and came into 
control of such important companies as 
Amalgamated Copper, Boston and Montana. 
and Butte and Montana, which in 1901 were 
consolidated. 

Mr. Rogers was an 
twenty-five or more corporations, among 
them the Amalgamated Copper company, 
the Anaconda Mining company, the Atlantio 
Coast Electric railway company, the Brook- 


lyn Gas company, the National Fuel Gas 


company, the National Transit company, 
the Richmond Light and railroad company, 
the Standard Otl company, the United Metals 
Selling company, the United States Steel 
corporation, the Union Pacific railroad com- 
pany, the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé 
railroad company, the Tennessee Copper 
company, the Guaranty Trust company, the 
Atlas Tack company, the New Jersey and 
Staten Island Ferry company, the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad company, 
the Farmers’ Loan and Trust company, the 
Mutual Life Insurance company, the Staten 
Island Midland railway, and the Rogers 
Tidewater road, a railroad which he built 
out of his own capital from Norfolk, Va., to 
Deepwater, W. Va., a distance of 442 miles. 


Virginia Railway Costs Millions, 
This was formally opened as the Virginia 
railway on April 3 last.

Mr. Rogers was by force a prominent figure 
in financial] battles which concerned the prop- 
erties in which he was interested. The his- 
tory of the gas companies was one of per- 
petual warfare; so was the history of his 
copper companies and in later years he was a 
big figure in several other battles that have 
thrilled the world of finance. In 1905, when 
the Equitable Life scandal hardly had begun, 
Attorney General Hadley of Missouri came 
here with a suit to oust the Standard Ol) 
company of Indiana. and the Waters-Plerce 
Oil company of Texas from that state. 

Rogers forthwith became a central figure 
in the battle. He was called to the witness 
stand an subjected to a line of questioning 
tending to show the existence of a monopoly. 
Tine first of these questions produced Rogers’ 
retort: 

I refuse to answer on the advice of coun- 
sel.“ 


Out of Frying Pan Into Fire. 

He was hardly out of this Missouri case 
when he was drawn into the insurance war- 
fare. He long had been a trustee of the Mu- 
tual Life Insurance company; he was a di- 
rector of the Union Pacific railroad. There 
was internal warfare in the Mutual between 
Stuyvesant Fish and a group of the old trus- 
tees. There was warfare in the Illinois Cen- 
tral, where Fish was president and Harriman 
was trying to unseat him. 

The two battles came into an inevitable re- 
lation on account of the personnel of the op- 
posing army. Rogers, in the Mutual, retired 
himself as a trustee when the ticket was 
named which wentinto the campaign against 
the policyholders’ committee, but ‘he was 
largely instrumental in selecting that ticket, 
and had a large share in the struggle itself. 

In the Illinois Central fight it was at his 
office that the agreement was brought about 
whereby the Harriman forces gained a year's 
time, and eventually were enabled to displace 
Fish. 

Mr. Rogers’ gifts to Fairhaven have been 
estimated at about $3,000,000. Besides the 
memorial church to his mother and the 
schoolhouse already mentioned, he built 
there a Masonic hall which is one of the 
largest in the country. He also built the 
town hall. The Millicent library he built as 
a memorial to his daughter at a cost of $200,- 
000. He gave to the Unitarian church a 
group of buildings valued at about $1,000,000. 
The gift was in memory of his first wife. 

In 1896 he married Emelie Augusta Randel, 
daughter of the head of the great diamond 
house of Randel, Baremore & Billings. She 

had been Mrs. Lucius R. Hart, but upon 
divorcing her first husband had obtained 
permission to resume her maiden name,

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WEY DECLARES 
NAVY IS PEERLESS, 


Admiral Says the Ships, Offi- 
cers, and Men Are the Best 
of Any Nation. 


NO FIGHT AMONG LEADERS 


Even Britons Admit Our New 
Battleships Surpass Their 
Dreadnoughts. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington. D. C., May 19.— [Special. 
It is my firm conviction that the navy is in 
better condition today than it has been for 
fifty years.“ 

The admiral of the navy made this state- 
ment with an emphasis that left no doubt 
in my mind as to the strength of his belief. 
No one deplores the agitation which has 
been casting doubts as to the efficiency of the 
service more than he. 

In ships, and officers, and men, the ad- 
miral continued, we are justified in ex- 
pressing national satisfaction. So far as our 
men are concerned, we beat the world. Thou- 
sands of these young fellows come from the 
great middie west. We have a relief or- 
ganization and whenever a man dies we in- 
stitute an investigation with a view of giving 
help to any needy persons dependent upon 
him. It is rarely that we find it necessary to 
extend aid. The men for the most part come 
from well to do families, who have the Amer- 
ican characteristics of industry and inde- 
pendence. The enlisted men are as fine a 
body as could be assembled under any flag 
in the world. 

It is hardly necessary for me to describe 
the high character of the officers. I do 
not know any of them who are not inspired by 
a sincere and patriotic purpose to do their 
work to the best of their ability and to make 
the service as efficient as they possibly can. 
You will see from this that I do not believe 
anything is the matter with the navy. Any 
one familiar with the conditions will realize 
this to be true. 


Officers Not at Outs. 

The talk about the line and staff officers 
being at odds is newspaper comment. Time 
has demonstrated the value of the plan of 
amalgamating the line and old engineer 
corps. This plan has worked with the best 
results and it has been adopted abroad. It 
might be well to go a step farther and to 
amalgamate the constructors with the line. 
They are graduates of the naval academy, 
and the honor men of each class are selected 
for service in the construction corps. 

‘‘Chief Naval Constructor Capps served 
with me in the Philippines and I have no 
doubt was greatly benefited by the experience 
he received in repairing our vessels and in 
floating those of the Spaniards which were 
sunk in the battle at Manila bay and since 
have served as patrol ships among the 
islands. 

The talk about the line and staff contro- 
versy has grown out of the execution of the 
Newberry plan, under which the chief con- 
structor was placed in charge of the bureau 
of steam engineering. This dispute has been 
settled by the appointment of Lieut. Com- 
mander Cone, who formerly. was an officer of 
the engineer corps and whose latest service 
was as chief engineer of the Atlantic fleet on 
its tour around the world.“ 


Big Navy Peace Move. 

I called Admiral Dewey's attention to the 
numerous conferences which are being held 
for the purpose of promoting international 
peace. 

“If we want peace with the rest of the 
world.“ he said, we must keep on with the 
development of our navy. 

“Of course, I realize that this is a year 
when economy must be practiced and per- 
haps congress may not be able to give as 
generous an appropriation for the service as 
it would like. But it must not be forgotten 
that ships deteriorate. These should be re- 
placed and others built. Germany has arbi- 
trarily decreed that a battleship is obsolete 
after twenty years’ service. We have an- 
nounced no such policy. We say a ship is 
obsolete when it is obsolete. Some old ships 
Are better than the new ones. But in case of 
the vessels appropriated for last year we will 
unquestionably have two of the finest men of 
war in the world. This also is the opinion 
of foreign experts.” 

English Praise American Ships. 

The admiral picked up an English service 
paper and read the following comment froma 
high class English naval journal: 

“The Dreadnought and all of its succes. 
sors in the British service—the Bellerophon, 
Temeraire, Superb, St. Vincent, Collingwood, 
Vanguard, and Neptune—are the most weak- 
ly armed ofall modern battleships now under 
construction in the world. In offensive power 
they are outclassed by battleships now being 
built for Germany, Brazil, Japan, Italy, and 
the United States. 

The last named power has pursued a con- 
sistent course in the development of its 
Dreadnought policy. It laid down the first all- 
big-gun ships in 1906, and they will be com- 
pleted this summer. They are the South 
Carolina and Michigan, each of 16,000 tons, 
and although they carry, only eight 12 inch 
guns, they can fire the whole of them on 
either broadside, and may thus be reckoned 
as almost equal to the Dreadnought, which, 
with ten guns, can obtain no more effective 
broadside fire. 


America Makes Fast Progress. 

“Th the following years, while Great Brit- 
ain stuck to the Dreadnought design, the 
United States went one better than its 1906 
ships and produced designs for two vessels— 
the Delaware and North Dakota—of 20.000 
tons each, armed with ten 12inch guns. The 
whole of the five turrets, however, are placed 
on the center line of the ships, so that here 
again the full armament of 12 inch guns can 
be brought to bear on efther broadside. This 
is two more than any British Dreadnought. 

In 1908 the Utah and Florida, which are 
similar to the Delaware, were laid down; but 
this year a further step has been taken. Two 
ships are to be laid down, their names being 
Wyoming and Oklahoma. They are not only 
to be the largest in the world—their displace- 
ment being no less than 26,000 tons—but will 
carry an armament at least 50 per cent more 
effective than that of the Dreadnought.

“That article.“ continued the admiral. 
“was written without any desire to be con- 
siderate of American feelings and shows ex- 
actly the foreign opinion of our development. 
Doesn't it indicate, in spite of what has 
been printed alleging that our ships are de- 
fective or not of advanced designs, that we 
have bullt both wisely and well? The navy 
welcomes an investigation with the clearest 
conscience, although, as I have said, there 18 
no need of it. The people have every reason 
to be satisfied not only with the ships but 
with the personnel. 

Admiral Dewey is codperating earnestly 
with the wishes of the administration to in- 
troduce economy in the operation of the sea 
branch of the government. The advice of 
the general board, of which he is the presi- 
dent. is being taken in this and other con- 
nections by Secretary of the Navy Meyer. 
It is understood the navy department will 
not press for more than two battleships at 
the next session of congress, though the ne- 
cessity for such an addition and evena larger 
one to the service is thoroughly recognized by 
those who have studied the problem of the 
defense of American interests in all parts of 
the world. 


Congress Expected to Act. 

It is belleved congress will not hesitate to 
make this authorization, since two years ago 
an agreement-was reached whereby the sen- 
ate practically bound itself to make this ad- 
dition to the navy annually. The Navy 
league, which has branches in practically 
every section of the country, has issued a 
pamphlet in which it shows, to quote an epi- 
gram therein made, that “ battleships are 
cheaper than battle.“ 

It calls attention to the fact that peace pro- 
grams have accomplished nothing as to the 
limitation of armaments, and gives an ex- 
tract from a message of President Roose- 
velt in which it is stated: 

Actual experience shows not merely that 
it was impossible (at the last Hague. peace 
conference) to obtain an agreement for the 
limitation of armaments among the various 
leading powers, and that there was no like- 
lihood whatever of obtaining it within any 
reasonable time.“ 

The war with Spain cost our government 
over $4,000,000 per day. It is estimated that 
a war with a great power would prove many 
times more costly, and the pamphlet asserts 
that the cost of a war between two first rate 
European powers would be $10,000,000 daily, 
or the cost of one Dreadnought. Consequent- 
ly a navy offers cheaper insurance against 
the mere material cost of war. 


BROKER SMITH FREE ON BOND, 
BUT NEW ACCUSER APPEARS. 


Man Charged with Check Juggling Is 
Called Victim of Error—Wisconsin 
Man Complains of Loss. 


> 

Clarence Edward Smith, president of the 
National Investment and Agency company, 
arrested on a fugitive warrant Tuesday 
night, was released yesterday on his own 
recognizance pending the final disposition of 
habeas corpus proceedings this morning. 

His arrest on that charge appears to have 
been a mistake. But Smith’s troubles will 
not be over, it is said, even with the favorable 
disposition of that case, because R. L. White- 
hill, representing his father-in-law, E. B. 
Garton, president of a toy manufacturing 
concern at Sheboygan, Wis., has filed com- 
plaint with the police and declared his inten- 
tion of swearing out a warrant for Smith to- 
day. Attorney Robert E. Cantwell, repre- 
senting Smith, says Smith is not criminally 
involved in any transaction with the Sheboy- 
gan man, and is sure that charge will fal! flat. 

Smith is said to have sold Garton fifty shares 
of the Old Colony Life Insurance company at 
$21 a share, which aggregated $1,050, which, 
Whitehill declares, was given back into 
Smith's hands to sell toother parties. White- 
hill avers the stock was transferred to two 
other men some time ago and Smith failed to 
account for the money. 

Mise Emma M. Leacock. caghier for the de- 
funct investment company, now in the Hands 
of Receiver John S. Chenneonr, its former 
second vice president, declared Garton turned 
the stock back to the investment company to 
help it out of its financial muddle and was 
now in the general bankruptcy fund. 

Smith, it was said, got into financial dim- 
culties with the hall & IIsley bank, the 
German American &nd the Germania Nation- 
al banks, and the Republican hotel, where he 
and his wife stopped in Milwaukee. Mar- 
shall & Ilsley swore out a warrant alleging 
Smith gave them a check on a Chicago bank 
in which he had no funds. 

The police had Smith arraigned before 
Judge Hume, and secured a continuance until 
Tuesday. The court fixed the bond at $3,000, 
and in default the prisoner was sent to jail. 
Subsequently, the Chicago police received 
this telegram from the Milwaukee chief: 

Request that charge be withdrawn. Chief 
of Police Sheck of Sheboygan advises he is 
having extradition papers prepared.”

He was asked afterward what he had said. 

“I just told them a few incidents about my 
early life, which I would not like to have 
published,” he said. 

Then he proceeded to a small private room 
and dictated to the representative of a news 
bureau what he said was the substance of 
his talk. 

J. T. Lenfesty, the president, had issued 
several invitations to others than members 
of the club to attend this monthly dinner, an- 
nouncing that Mr. Patten would be present 
and make an address. 

The invited guests were allowed to remain 
through the dinner.

Patten’s Statement of Talk. | 

According to the statement which he gave 
out for publication Mr. Patten said: 

Wheat is bound to sell at higher prices. 
I call your attention to the statement re- 
cently made by James J. Hill, in which he 
said that we are rapidly reaching the point 
where consumption is overtaking produc- 
tion. 

He recited various causes for the probable 
shortage of this year's crop, and the dearth 
of wheat all over the world, and continued: 

These causes led me to believe that if we 
didn’t put the prices above an export busi- 
ness we would run short of the supply in 
this country. Further than that, the farm- 
ers in a large part of the country, especially 
in the spring wheat section, have found that 
they. can get $25 an acre by raising barley and 
other similar cereals, agafnet $12 to $14 from 
wheat, and have therefore abandoned wheat 
as unprofitable. 

J predict that higher prices will prevail 
for wheat all over the world for a year to 
come, and red winter wheat will sell as high 
in America a year from now as it does 
today.

Only 
half the seats in the court room were occu- 
pied and at adjournment complaint was 
made to Judge McSurely. 

“The public was not kept out by my in- 
structions and 1 did not know it was beihg 
done,“ he said. This is a public trial and 
as long as there are empty seats the public 
may enter. I only insist that men be pro- 
hibited from standing in the court and I do 
like to reserve a portion of the seats within 


the rail for the W of the news- 
paper men.” 


Wayman Opens Fire. 

When the case was called in the morning, 
State’s Attorney Wayman, with his first as- 
sistant, B. J. Short, appeared for the state, 
and in addition to Attorney Brady the de- 
fendants were represented by Attorney Ever- 
ett Jennings of Madisonville, Ky. Mr. Way- 
man read to the jury the law governing con- 
spiracy cases, and then began his opening 
address. 

The indictment In this case charges these 
men with having conspired to extort money,” 
the prosecutor began, from the Joseph 
Klicka company. It is charged that Martin 
B. Madden, Fred A. Pouchot, and M. J. Boyle 
conspired to call what is commonly called a 
strike on Nov. 18, and that they, without any 
right and in furtherance of the common de- 
sign, extorted $1,000 from the Klicka com- 
pany and its officers. 

It is charged the officers of the Klicka 
company did yield to the demand of these 
men and that they were paid the money, 
after which the so-called strike was discon- 
tinued. 

Now, having read you the indictment and 
law, I will direct myself to what the state 
expects to prove in substantiating that bill. 
First I wish to say that the state does not 
contend there is an illegality in a strike. 

In these modern times men have the right 
to organize and strike. There are two kinds 
of strikes. One is when men combine and 
agree to strike to better themselves. The 
other is when a corporation violates some in- 
junction of the union. 

This strike was neither of these. This is 
a case where the three defendants got the 
benefit of this strike, at the cost of the 
laborer. We will show that a representative 
of Madden and others drove up to the Klicka 
Company building at Twentieth street and 
California avenue, in an automobile and or- 
dered the men to quit work. 


“Told to See Madden.“ 

„When the officials protested, the evidence 
will show, one of them was handed a card 
bearing Madden’s name and was told to see 
Madden. We also will show the workmen 
refused at first to strike because they did 
not know why they were being called out. 

“The evidence then will show that in an 
effort to settle the strike one D. L. Frazer, a 
superintendent for Post & Maehler, archi- 
tects, who were in charge of the work, called 
on Boyle in a downtown saloon. We will 
show that he was informed that Emil Klicka 
would have to see Madden. 

“ We will show that Klicka and Fraser did 
call on the men in the saloon. We will show 
that Klicka was told he would have to pay 
$1,500 for settlement money, and that he re- 
fused to do so, saying to Madden, ‘I won't 
pay it. It's an outrage.“ 

Later we will show that one George 8. 
Andres, an engineer, went to Klicka and told 
him he thought he could settle the strike 
for $1,000. 

“We will show that later Andres, after 
getting the money from Klicka, went to 
Madden and Boyle. We will show that An- 
dres offered Madden ten $100 bills, and that 
he refused to take it, saying, Tou can't 
touch me that way,’ and threw it on the 
floor 


The evidence will show that Andres then 
threw the money on a table, covered it with 
a blotter, and Madden picked it up. Proving 
these things, I will ask you to return a ver- 
dict of guilty. ” 

Attorney Brady sald he would reserve his 
opening argument until the state reste its 
case and the taking of testimony is begun.

I told him 
I was anxious to have the strike settled and 
offered him $200 to cover all of his expenses— 
expenses he had incurred in calling the strike. 
He told me he could not accept this, but that 
if I would return in the afternoon he would 
tell me what the union wished to do about 
it. In the afternoon I came back and he 
said I would have to pay $1,500. I told Boyle 
I would not stand for it and that it was a little 
bit high. I then went back to the office of 
Post & Maehler.” 

Did you later give a man of the name of 
Andres a check for $1,000 to settle the strike?!“ 

** Yes, sir.“ 

How long after that was the strike set- 
tled? 

The next day.” 


Would Refer to Other Cases. 


At the conclusion of the cross examination 
of Andres. State’s Attorney Wayman asked 
that the jury be dismissed and an argument 
on the character of testimony to be intro- 
duced at this point in the case was taken up. 
The prosecutor told the court that he wished 
to bring to the stand witnesses who would 
testify as to other cases in which Madden, 
Pouchot, and Boyle were involved and which 
would have a direct bearing in proving con- 
spiracy in the present case. 

“Tt is the old problem that we learned 
among the first in arithmetic, your honor,“ 
said Mr. Wayman, “ That it takes two points 
to establish a line. One point will not do. 
Now it already has been intimated in this 
case that the defense will be lack of knowl- 
edge to extort. It will be argued that Pou- 
chot went around doing these things at the 
bidding of Madden, but that he had no idea 
that Madden was to receive money for wrong 
purposes. * 

Now I want to introduce evidence bear- 
ing on other cases which will prove that 
Pouchot in one instance pocketed money 
himself. Therefore, from that the deduc- 
tion will be plain that he knew what was 
going on in this case. And in order to show 
conspiracy we must prove that all the parties 
to it had guilty knowledge that an illegal 
act was contemplated.“ 

Court was adjourned following the prose- 
cutor’s argument and without reply from 
the defense or decision by the court. The 
trail will be resumed at 10 o’clock this morn-

May 24 he telegraphed Corrigan, asking him 


what he was going to do about it. Corrigan 
repiied that he could not meet it and asked 
Carey to take care of the note and he would 
convey to him his interest in the property. 

This Carey agreed to, and it is said Corri- 
gan is so reduced financially that he had to 
borrow money to come to Chicago to carry 
through the transaction. 

Corrigan is said to have sold his stock farm 
near Lexington March 3 last. and while he 
has some property in New Orleans and Kan- 
sas City, it is said to be encumbered so heav- 
ily that this equity is of little value. 

This real estate transaction winds up the 
career of one of the most picturesque persons 
Chicago has ever known. Corrigan built 
the Hawthorne track even before the drain- 
age canal was projected. He previously had 
occupied the old West Side Driving park, with 
Dave Waldo of Kansas City as a partner. 


Pools Woke Gamblers Up. 

It was possible in those day to conduct a 
poolroom in connection with a racetrack, and 
the old west side establishment was doing a 
thriving business until the gambling interests 
of Chicago, which had never thought about 
horse racing or its attachments as a gam- 
bing medium. woke up. 

Opposing race meetings were conducted. 
with Corrigan getting the worst of it, until 
the killing of Capt. Brown and the maiming 
of several policemen. Corrigan afterwards 
admitted, in a sardonic way, that he had 
something to do with the inetigation of that 
riot, because he was doing business outside 
of the city limits in a place to which the 
jurisdiction of Chief McClaughry did not 
extend. 

Corrigan conducted the Hawthorne race- 
track for several years and was reputed to 
be a millionaire at one time. 


Money Tied Up in Racing. 

He built the Ingleside track in San Fran- 
cisco, the Elm Ridge track at Kansas City, 
and helped to finance the City Park track in 
New Orleans. In the meantime he conducted 
breeding establishments in California and 
Kentucky and sent racing strings to Eng- 
land. 

Every dollar he had was invested im horses 
and things pertaining to them. 

With a fortune invested in horses, he could 
race nowhere except on his own race tracks. 
He was interested in three of these, Haw- 
thorne, Elm Ridge, and City Park, but the 
law came along and stopped them. 

Thomas Carey, who succeeded Corrigan as 
the new master of Hawthorne,” is a racing 
man, or was before he became rich. He 
owned Hi Henry, Duke of Milpitas, and all 
those horses.“ and was keen in pursuit of the 
game for many years. 

He says now that he would rather “ go 
racing than go fishing and would rather 
own one race track than two brickyards.”’ 

When a reporter asked him yesterday what 
he meant to do with Hawthorne, he said: 
Leave it as it is and wait until the public 
gets a little sense.

BRITISH INVESTORS RUSH 
TO BUY AMERICAN STOCKS. 


Fear of French Political Trouble and 
Exactions of English Budget Part 
Cause for the Purchases. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 

LONDON, May 19.—It is asserted on the 
highest financial authority that owing to 
the political disturbances in France and the 
uncertainties of the budget exactions in Eng- 
land large purchases of American securities 
are being made for high class investment 
account. 

These purchases are not being made 
through the London stock exchange houses, 
but through the large New York financial 
institutions, hence they do not figure on what 
is termed the daily balances. 

The rapid recovery in the railroad earnings 
and the value of securities so soon after one 
of the most drastic panics in the nation’s 
history has inspired much confidence in 
American investments here. 

The situation in France is arousing much 
anxiety here. No attention is paid to the 
present abortive strike, but the whole polit- 
ical sky seems overcast and gloomy and, as 
one distinguished observer put it: “ The 
people are sour towards everything, hope- 
less as to the present and anxious for any 
change which would give them the confi- 
dence which, unfortunately, is not in sight.“ 


ENGLAND SCARED BY AIRSHIP. 


Mysterious Sky Vessel Reported as 
Soaring Over All Parts of Little 
Island at Night.

LONDON, May 19.—The mysterious aero- 
plane or airship, the alleged performances of 
which have been mentioned, is becoming a 
perpetual nightmare. The newspapers for 
some time past have recorded the testimony 
of Various persons, who declare they have 
heard or seen it flying over the eastern coun- 
ties and the North sea. ; 

Now this latest Flying Dutchman has 
turned up in the neighborhood of Cardiff, 
where a wayfarer, according to his 
own account, saw a cigar - shaped 
airship aground on the summit of 
Caerphilly mountain at about midnight 
this morning. He tells a circumstantial story. 
He relates how he watched the two men 
forming the crew apparently repairing the 
machine until they saw the watcher, when 
they hastily embarked and soared away. 

A newspaper reporter went to the scene and 
found the ground had been torn as if by a 
plowshare and various printed papers, one in 
French, containing technical directions, and 
numerous newspaper cuttings dealing with 
aeronautics. While some newspapers pro- 
fess skepticism, all printed the details. A 
large proportion of the public, possessed of 
the anti-German mania, are convinced their 
archenemy is among them.

There were hisses and questions 
asked Jeffries from every corner as to what 
he would do to the negro when they met.

Jeff’s Opinion of Fight. 

The Californian read the returns of the 
fight carefully and could not figure why 
Johnson could not knock O’Brien out.

A QUEER AMENDMENT. 

- Chicago is to à certain extent inter- 
ested in the lacemaking industry. Of 
the two large American ‘plants, ong is 
at Zion City, a Chicage euburb, and u 
owned by “Marshall Field & Co. The 
other is at Pawtucket, R. I. A curious 
amendment to the paragraph of the 
house bill relating to lacemaking ma- 
chines has been offered by the finance 
committee. It is openly opposed by 
most of the American lacemaking con- 
cerns, but as far as is known it has not 
been objected to by the Pawtucket com- 
pany. The inference might be drawn 
from its quiescent attitude that the 
amendment will benefit it, 

The house bill, after putting a duty of 
45 per cent on lacemaking machines, pro- 
vides “that all embroidery machines and 
lacemaking machines imported prior to 
July 1, 1911, shall be imported free of 
duty.” The finance committee amend- 
ment reads, “all Lever or Goughrough 
machines.” The question is why em- 
broidery machines and all lacemaking 
machines except two kinds should be 
denied the benefit of the two years’ ex- 
emption from duty. A story is going 
the rounds among men who handle laces 
that a French factory whose owner is 
interested in the Pawtucket concern is 
equipped with Lever machines, that the 
factory has been idle for some time and 
is likely to remain so, and that the la- 
tention is t6 transfer the machines to 
the United States. It is said that it 
would be impossible for other American 
lacemakers to import machines of these 
favorite makes within two yeam. If 
they preferred other machines they 
would have to pay duty on them. 

The house bill seems to deal fairly by 
everybody. The finance committee 
amendment has a suspicious air of spe 
cial legislation. It needs explanation. 
An equal opportunity should be given ail 
the lace manufacturers of the country, 
large or small, to. import duty free the 
lacemaking machinery ther wish te in- 
stall. Hens tor Cullom should endeavog 
to secure fair play for the Illinois plant,

Anatole Demidoff left no children and 
on his demise his Florentine title of prince 
passed to his brother's son, Paul, who in 
turn bequeathed it to bis son, its present 
holder. In January, 1872, it was recognized 
and registered by the kingdom of Italy, and 
& few months later Emperor Alexander ITI. 
accorded to all of the Demidoffs the permis- 
sion, until then denied, to make use of the 
title in Russia. Last year for the first time 
the Demidofts achieved the distinction of fig- 
uring in the pages of the Almanach de Gotha. 


— 

Prince Elim, the head of the family, has 
wen considerable fame as a fimrod,; and as 
an explorer, has writteh a successful book 
about his explorations of Kamchatka, and 
with hig beautiful wife spent some time in its 
capital, where Bering, who gave his name to 
the Bering straits, lies entombed beneath a 
handsome monument. He is in the diplo- 
matic service of Russia, has been councilor 
of the embassy, and charge d'affaires at 
Copenhagen, London, and at Vienna; and 
during the last six or eight months has been 
officiating as chef de cabinet of the foreign 
minister, Izwolski. In England both he and 
his wife are extremely popular, and guests of 
King Edward and Queen Alexandra each 
yearat Sandringham. His wealth is colossal. 


Indeed, it is beyond the power of calculation 


or estimation, since a portion of his income 
is derived from inexhaustible quarries of 
malachite and lapis lazuli, and equally rich 
mines of gold, and especially of silver. More- 
over, more than 60 per cent of the mineral 
wealth of the prince’s vast estates remains 
as yet undeveloped. In Russia, and, in fact, 
throughout the greater part of Europe, the 
name of Demidoff stands for boundless riches 
in the popular estimation; just in the same 
way that the name of Rockefeller stands in 
this country for wealth beyond the dreams of 
avarice, 


— 

Elim Demidoff has strengthened this im- 
pression by certain episodes in his career. 
Thus, when the time came for him to pass his 
collegiate examinations, he absolutely de- 
clined to return to St. Petersburg for the pur- 
pose, but caused all the examining members 
of the faculty of the University of St. Peters- 
burg to come to him at Nice, where he was 
— Staying, in a special train, which he 
placed at their disposal for the purpose. From 
the moment that they left St. Petersburg 
until they returned thither, they were enter- 
tained in the most lavish manner as his 
guests, and under the circumstances it is 
not astonishing that he should have passed 
his examinations in the south of France with 
flying colors. 

The founder of the family was a blacksmith 
of the Ural mountains, named Nikita Demi- 
doff. Peter the Great was traveling in the 
Ural mountains, when he happened to break 
one of his most valuable English pistols. The 
smith mended the pistol so quickly and so 
well, that the czar was delighted, and asked 
the man his name, promising to remember 
him. The smith’ was beginning to think that 
Peter had forgotten him, when there came an 
official paper, with the imperial seal, grant- 
ing him the freehold of a great tract of im- 
perial land in the district. Demidoff went to 
work on his new property, began by develop- 
ing the iron mines which he found there, 
founded iron works, and started silver min- 
ing, and became so usefula citizen that Peter 
the Great, delighted with his discovery, en- 
nobled him in 1724—that is to say, shortly 
before his own death. The patent of nobility 
carried with it no title, but invested the ex- 
blacksmith with all the privileges and im- 
munities then enjoyed by the Mugcovite 
aristocracy, including that of owning serfs. 
It was his great-great-grandson who ob- 
tained the title of prince of San Donato in 
1840 from the grandduke of Tuscany.

Marie is married to Prince Simon Abamalek- 


Lazareff, one of those Russian nobles who 
claim descent from the biblical house of 
David, while Helen is the wife of Count 
Alexander Shouvaloff. Another half-sister, 
Aurora, who died a few years ago, married, 
en premieres noces, Prince Arsene Kara- 
georgevitch, the disreputable only brother of 
King Peter. But he behaved so badly that 
she was obliged to divorce him, her little boy 
having since his mother's death been con- 
fined to the care of his uncle, King Peter, as 
in the immediate line of succession to the 
Servian throne.

Sir Maurice Fitzgerald, better known by his 
ancient title of the knight of Kerry, which 
has been borne by his ancestors in the male 
line direct, without a single break, since the 
year 1258. has taken advantage of the great 
fortune inherited by his wife from her father, 
the late Henry Bischoffsheim, to purchase 
Buckland, one of the finest country seats in 
Berkshire, and within easy motoring distance 
of Windsor castie and of Ascot. It is, there- 
fore, probable that he will spend far less time 
than heretofore in his Irish home on the 
land of Valencia, which he is fond of de- 
scribing as the nearest parish to America.“ 

The estate of Buckland extends over some 
4,000 acres, and comprises a magnificently 
timbered deer park, bordered by the Thames 
for a couple of miles, as well as a handsome 
and stately mansion. It derives its name 
from a knight of olden days known as de 
Bocland. who is on documentary record as 
having been compelled to pay an annual toll 
of a certain number of fat bucks from his 
deer park to @ neighboring abbey. After- 
wards it was in possession for a time of the 
poet, Chaucer, then it went to the Yateses, 
and from them it passed through marriage 
to the Throckmortons, an ancient house, 
and one of whose members figures in history 
as chamberlain to Henry VI. Its present rep- 
resentative is Sir Nicholas Throckmorton, 
who has sold the place at a large figure to 
the knight of Kerry.

Sir Maurice, who is persona gratistsima at 
court, and who has achieved as much celeb- 
rity on the water as on the turf, his yacht, 
Santanita, having in its day been one of the 
most famous racing boats afloat, is descend. 
ed from John Fitggerald, earl of Decies and of 
Desmond, who, by virtue of his authority 
as palatine of Ireland in the middle of the 
thirteenth century, created his younger sons 
by his second wife, hereditary knights, under 
the titles of the white knight, the knight of 
Giyn, and the knight of Kerry. The line of 
the white knight has become extinct, but 
the knights-of Glyn and Kerry have each 
continued without a single break from father 
to son through all the last 700 years. * 
Desmond Fitagerald, the knight of Glyn, h 
no baronetcy, and though he has an official 
right to the prefix sir to his Christian 
name, he refrains from using it, lest it should 


‘savor too much of ordinary knighthood. He 


justly. realizes, like the knight of Kerry, that 
no modern title could add prestige to the one 
which he holds, and which has been borne by 
twenty ancestors before. He is a son-in-law 
of Lord Dunraven, and there are many who 
will recall his wife, now dead, who was in 
this country with her father, as Lady Rachel 
Wyndham-Quin, at the time of the Valkyrie 
race for the America cup. 

The knight of Kerry received a baronetcy 
about thirty years ago, but makes little use 
thereof. He is an equerry and an old friend 
of the duke of Connaught and has frequently 
entertained the king, who is fond of him, at 
Severals, his place in Newmarket.

Members of the Chicago Association of 
Commerce met at funcheon yesterday and 
learned that $440,000 has been promised 


toward the $1,000,000 fund for a new home. 


The fifteen field captains reported actual

RAILWAYS MAY BE REQUIRED. | 
TO PAY THE CITY $2,000,000. 


Judge Gibbons’ Decision, if Not Over- 
ruled, Means Reimbursement for 
Damages Paid Property Owners. 


If the Supreme court sustains a decision 
made yesterday by Judge Gibbons, moPe than 
$2,000,000 may be collected by the city from 
railroads entering Chicago as reimburse- 
ment for damages paid to property owners 
by the city on account of changes in grade 
of street approaches. 

When various viaducts were built by the 
railroads and the street grades changed, 
property owners sued the city and collected 
more than $2,000,000 on claims of damages, 
some dating back to 1880. The city in turn 
brought suit against the railroads and in 
several cases lost out in the federal Supreme 
court. 

Suits begun in a different form against the 
Panhandle road have been on trial of late. 
The road contended that the claims had 
been outlawed by age, but Judge Gibbons 
sustained the demurrer filed by Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Haft, and gave the city 
the decision. Appeals will be taken by the 


roads.

Haute Conference Shows 
Importance of Work. 


EX-GOV. HANLY HONORED. 


Former Indiana Executive Tells 
of Spread of Prohibition 
in the Nation. 


4 {BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Terre Haute, Ind., May 19.—[Special }— 
„The battleship is is not the symbol of mod- 
ern civilization. It is a mistake to say that 
Theodore Roosevelt made it so. He did 
not do it, and could not do it if he would. It 
is the child that is the symbol of modern 
Civilization.” 

With these words Bishop W. F. Me- 
Dowell, president of the board of Sunday 
achools of the Methodist Episcopal] church, 
opened a five day session of the national 
organization in the Centenary Methodist 
church of this city. 

“The child is not only the church’s great- 
est opportunity, but it ie the church’s great- 
est task,” hesaid. “Anybody can preach to 
adults. The power I covet is the power to 
hold a thousand boys under 15 years of age 
and lead them to right living.”’ 


Ex-Gov. Hanly Is Given Salute. 

J. Frank Hanly, ex-governor of Indiana, 
gave the address of welcome in behalf of the 
state. He was introduced as the most hated 
and best loved man in Indiana. The dele- 
gates stood and gave him a Chautauqua 
salute. 

** When I became governor of Indiana,“ he 
said, there were only 20,000 people living in 
prohibition territory; now there are two and 
one-fourth millions. Today there are sixty- 
seven counties in this state without saloons, 
and tomorrow there will be more.“ 

Mr. Hanly declared that the trained child 
is the best defense a nation can have. 

Other addresses were made by George W. 
Faris, who represented the city of Terre 
Haute; the Rev. Dr. Joshua Stansfield of 
Indianapolis, who spoke in behalf of In- 
diana Methodism; and the Rev. Dr. David G. 
Downey, who spoke for the work of the 
board of Sunday schools. 

The meeting is the first anniversary of the 
board of Sunday schools of the Methodist 
church. The largest number of delegates are 
from Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, New York, and 
the New England states. Delegates are also 
present from the far west and northwest. 
The board of Sunday schools was organized 
one year ago by the general conference of 
the denomination which met in Baltimore. 


Chicago Gets National Headquarters. 

There was strong competition among vari- 
ous cities, and especially Baltimore and Chi- 
cago, to obtain the location of the nationa) 
headquarters, and Chicago secured the prize. 

The Rev. Dr. David G. Downey is corre- 
sponding secretary and chief executive offi- 
cer. Bishop W. F. McDowell is president of 
the board. Dr. Downey said: The income 
of the society for the first year will be $100,- 
000. The board supervises. the work of 
84,000 Sunday schools in which there are 
850,000 Sunday school teachers and 3,500,000 
Sunday school scholars. 

In the last year the board has sent out 
nineteen new Sunday school organizers to 
work in needy fields, and has made grant of 
$10,000 to assist the missionaries in the orient 
to publish Sunday school literature in the 
various native languages.

City Is Preparing to Enforce Rules 


Regulating Signboards. 
pat RE 


All of Chicago’s theaters except the La 
Salle have complied wtih the building regu- 
lations and will be licensed for the current 
year with the approval of the city building 
department. 

This was the statement made last night by 
Chief Inspector Kelling of the theater squad 
at the close of an inspection of all the play- 
houses in the city. Licenses were approved 
for the 450 nickel theaters now operating. 

Building Commissioner Campbell, upon re- 
ceiving the reports of his inspectors, ordered 
the manager of the La Salle theater to re- 
move a considerable amount of inflammable 
Wooden structures behind the prosceniuny 
arch and to cut two additional exits from the 
stage region. Chief Horan condemned some 
of the provisions of the La Salle for fighting 
fire. If the changes are not made by June 
4 Commissioner Campbell said he would reo- 
ommend the closing of the theater. 

The building department is preparing to 
enforce the billboard ordinance if the find- 
ing of Master in Chancery Rogers, favorable 
to the city, is sustained by the court. Out of 
1,087 signboards owned by the Gunning gys- 
tem permits for only 460 are on record. 


Rules Regulating Signboards. 
The important provisions of the billboard 
ordinance are: 
The facing on billboards within the fire Mmits, 
or close to frame buildings, must be of incom- 
bustible material. 

Boards must be at least five feet above the 
ground level, and not more than seventeen feet 
high. 

Boards on roofs must be elevated from one to 
three feet above the roof level, cannot exceed ten 
feet in height, and must not occupy the entire 
width. They are prohibited on buildings more 
than two stories high. 

Owner's name must appear on each board. 

License fee shall be 62 for each board, and pen- 
alties for violating the ordinance vary from §25 to 
$100 for each board, 

Wooden signboards not larger than twelve square 
feet which are fiat against buildings and along 
railroad tracks are exempt. 


City Sells $1,500,000 Bonds, 

City bonds for $1,500,000 bearing 4 per cent 
interest were sold to the First Trust and Sav- 
ings bank. The price paid was par and a 
premium of $11,550, giving the city a rate 
of 100.77 per cent on the bonds. 

Controller Walter H. Wilson in a state- 
ment said that the bonds are intended for 
permanent improvements. Fire engine 
houses are to be constructed and general 
contractors’ vouchers to be met. 


EXTENDING STREET CAR LINE 
TO CONNECT WITH LAKE PIER. 


Part of Harbor Scheme Proposed to the 
City by James A. Pugh and His As- 
sociates.

Construction of an extension of the Indiana 
street car line from North State street to the 
lake was begun yesterday by the Chicago 
Railways company. The extended line will 
tap the heart of the factory and warehouse 
district north of the river's mouth. It is 
intended also to connect with a loop on the 
upper deck of the North pier of the Pugh 
Terminal Warehouse company, which will be 
reserved for lake passenger traffic. In this 
way passengers will be enabled to step di- 
rectly from the street car to the gangplank 
of a steamer, 

It became known during the day that the 
Chicago Lighterage company, which on 
March 24 last transferred its rights and 
property to James A. Pugh and his asso- 
clates, was organized by S. C. Scotten and 
Joseph G. Snydacker out of the old Howard 
Transportation company. Ald. Milton J. 
Foreman, who is attorney for Scotten & 
Snydacker, incorporated the concern, to- 
gether with his partner, John W. Beckwith, 
on July 19, 1907. 

It appears, however, that the alderman’s 
only connection with the company was as an 
attorney handling the incorporation, and he 
had nothing further to do with the concern, 
according to Mr. Scotten. The stub end 
street leases on the lake shore were obtained 
since the Pugh interests took over the busi- 
ness and more than a year after Ald. Fore- 
man had completed his work for the com- 
pany.
